GET WRECKAGE OF MAINE. 


Part of the Coal @unkers Found Out- 
side the Wreck. 


HAVANA, Jan. 3.—The first human re- 
mains from the wreck of the old battle- 
ship Maine were brought to the surface 
to-day by a dredge. They consisted of 
two ribs and some small bones, apparent- 
ly bones of the hand, and they were care- 
fully. placed in a special receptacle to 
awaits the recovery of other parts. 

The dredge aiso brought up some three- 
inch shells, a\ large quantity of coal, 
arid a’ portion of the coal bunkers, lying

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POSTAL BANKS OPEN, 
ONE IN BAGH STATE 


Reports Indicate That the Gov- 
ernment’s Experiment Will 
Be a Success. 


COHOES; N. Y., OFFICE BUSY 


First Account Opened by W. B. Hun- 
ter with $5—City Chamberlain a 
Depositor—Other States Report.

COHOES, N. Y., Jan, 8. — The first 
United States postal bank in this State 
was opened Lere this morning. The most 
important feature of the opening was the 
impression. created that the Government 
banks will be conducted strictly along the 
lines. of the other savings and banking 
institutions in the State, and not the 
slightest information as‘to the amount or 
number of deposits was obtainable. A 
similar bank was opened in each, State in 
the Union. 

Postmaster Leroy stated that he had 
been instructed by the Postal- Depart- 
ment to tell no details of the business, 
and his deputy and clerks refused to dis- 
cuss it. They would not even assist Tn 
the verification of stories which appeared 
in the local evening papers. Deputy 
MacCluckey, however, said the start was 
successful. ‘The weather was not propi- 
tious, however, and the Postal- Savings 
Bank probably suffered, as did other in- 
stitutions. 

MacCluckey stated that the majority of 
the business is expected from foreigners 
and that these people will not have their 
funds available for deposit before Satur- 
day. Because of the largé number of 


knitting mills here, the city has_a for- 
eign population of about 10,000. Part of 
these are French Canadians, but most 
are Polish and Austrian immigrants, They 
are paid good wages and are in the habit 
of sending money from Cohoes to. the 
ostal banks of the Fatherland, not dar- 
ng to trust their savings to local banks 
whith pay 34¢-and 4 per cent. 

These money orders vary from §5 to 
$600, and a few have even reached $1,000.

INVENTS MULTIPLEX. 
TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


Major Squier of Signal Corps 
Successfully Applies It to Wire- 
less Installations Now Used. 


PATENTS ARE FREE TO ALL 


Ten Conversations Possible on a Wire 
—Adaptable for Long-Distance Trans 
mission of Music and Addresses.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Patents were 
issued to-day covering an important dis- 
covery in telephony, made by an army 
officer, who dedicates his invention to 
the people of the United States so that 
any one can make use of it, free of all 
cost of royalty, license or rent. The pat- 
entee is Major George O. Squier of the 
Signal Corps, who for years has beén a 
student of electrical science and has 
made numerous inventions for the use of 
the) Signal Corps. 

The discovery may be described broadly 
as wireless telephony guided by a wire. 
As many as ten conversations or more, 
it is said, may be held over one wire. The 
theory is that the vibrations of the ether 
surrounding the wire become the vehicle 
by which conversation is held, not by the 
wire, as in ordinary telephony. The in- 
struments to be employed are those now 
commonly used in ordinary wireless tel- 


} jephony, and may be bought of almost any 


electrical supply establishment. There is, 
as in witeless telephony, a use of * tunes" 
for each conversation. 

Major Squier three ‘months ago began 
his tests over a system of wires belong- 
ing to the Potomac Telephone Company 
running between the construction labora- 
tory of the Signal Corps, located in a 
building on Pennsylvania Avenue, and 
one of the laboratory buildings of the Bu- 
reau of Standards, where the Signal 
Corps has a laborato Experiments 
were made with many sets of apparatus 
until 4 trial was made of the ordimary 
wireless @quipment and successful demon- 
stration the discovery was attained. 

Major Squier believes that-generel use 
will soon be made of his discovery by pri- 
vate individuals and by telephone eom- 
panies. .H¢é expects that one result ‘will 
be @ general reduction of the cost of ‘tele- 
phone service and possibly its more wide- 
ly distributed use. The machine; is re- 
garded .as of special value for long. dis- 
tances. It gives a clear and audible tone 
and will probably bé first applied in that 
direction, 

The expérimetits between the construc- 
tion laboratory of the Signal Corps and 
its laboratory at the Bureau of Standards 
have been witnessed by many local scien- 
tists. Ong feature of the new telephone is 
its success in transmitting music over the 
wires. The strains of a band, Violin, or 
of an organ are distinctly heard. It ig be- 

} lieved that long-distance transmission of 
|opera music, sermons, ahd lectures is pos- 
sible by this means. 

The new system of multiplex telephony, 
it is said, may be applied to’all.local tele- 
phone exchanges without any modifica- 
tion of the present installation, and could 
conduct a telephone system without the 
use of two wires, as now. 

The superposition of numerous convert- 
sations on one wire will not in any way 
interefere with the présent use of the tel- 
ephone by the apparatus now in use. 
The multiplex may be used with one“wire 
or two, and can be accommodated to the 
simplest or to the most complex installa- 
tion. 

No steps have yet been taker to apply 
the new system for army use. It wil 
duly be employed in the field in various 


parts of the country and in Alaska, Ha- 
wali, and the Philippines. 

The whole matter has been guarded 
with great secrecy. Until to-day no one 
outside of the Signal Corps and one or 
two high-placed officers knew what waé 
being done. 

Major Squier is a Michigan man, wh 
Was graduated from West Point in 1887 
He has been a student of various branch- 
es of science in his army career and has 
earned a d e from the Johns Hopkins 
University. In May 1898 he became a Cap- 
tain in the Signal Corps and served 
through the Spanish war and for several 
peace in the Philippines. For the ra 
hree years he has been station 
Washington as assistant to the Chief sig, 
nal Officer of the army.

Chosen Republican Senate Leader on

ALBANY, Jan. 8.—Senator Thomas F. 
Grady of New York did not participate in 
the Democratic caucus called to name 
Senate officials to-night, despite rumors 
that he would attend and make trouble, 

Senator Robert F. Wagner of New \ork 
was selected President pro tem, by unani- 
mous vote. No other name was proposed. 
He was placed in nomination by Senator 
Howard R. Bayne of Richmond, and 
among those who seconded the nomination 
were Senators Roosevelt, McClelland, and 
Gitten. All of\the speakers took occasion 
to speak in térms of compliment of the 
distinguished strvices rendered the State 
by Senator Grady. 

The Senate officers chosen were Pat- 
rick B. McCabe of Albany for Chief Clerk, 
James McMahon of New York, Sergeant 
at Arms; August Gerritson of Kings, As- 
sistant Sergeant at Arms; Fred W, Theo- 
bold, Erie, head doorkeeper; Thomas 
Nolan, Schenectady, assistant doorkeeper; 
William E. Reynolds, New York, head 
stenographer. 

Senator Thomas F. Grady arrived here 
shortly after noon. He said he had not 
changed his mind concerning ‘the floor 
leadership of the Senate. When asked 
what his attitude was, he replied:

FINDS GALLAGHER IS SANE. 


Jury’ Holds That the Mayor's Aesalt- 
ant Is Mentally Competent. 


James J. Gallagher, who shot Mayor 
Gaynor, was declared sane’ by a jury 
which brought in a verdict last night at. 
the Hudson County Court of Oyer and 
Termier in Jersey City. This morning he 
will be placed on trial for the shooting of 
Street Cleaning Commissioner Edwards, 
who intercepted him in his attack on the 
Mayor. 

The jury was out about fifteen minutes. 
When they filed back into the courtroom 
to announce the verdict Gallagher was 
all attention. By no otner sign than the 


closing of his eyes did he betray emotion 
when the foreman announced: ‘“ We find 
that the defendant is sane.” 
later he was handcuffed to a constable 
and led back to the cell he has_been oc- 
cupying in the Hudson County Jail since 
his arrest in August. 

Thirty-two witnesses were on hand and 
eight experts in lunacy, The testimony 
of the lattey as to Gallagher's sanity was 
divided, but the jury gave the benefjt of 
the doubt to those who thought he was 
simply renin pnb hgg. ‘locomotor ataxia. 
Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton said he 
found the defendant “a man of ordinary 
intelligence, not suffering from any form 
of insanity.” 

Dr. Carios F. MacDonald corroborated 
his view that Gallagher suffered from 
locomotor ataxia, ad am ager | he had a 
spinal disorder that could reach part of 
the brain, but would not injure him men- 
tally. ‘Dr. John O’Reilly, former surgeon 
at the United States Hospital at Washing- 
ton, testified for the defense that la- 
gher had general paresis and his men- 
tality was such that he could not intelli- 
gently converse with his counsel about 
his case. He said he had examined him 
according to a method which calls for 
the removal for examination of some of 
the spinal fluid. In answer to a question 
from Prosecutor Garven he he ‘ 
lieved Gallagher had been insane for the 
last six months. . 

Dr. William J. Arlitsz testified that Gal- 
lagher was a general paretic.

Doctor Says Commissioner’s Attitude 
to Scientific Research is Unsympa- 
thetic—Ridiculous, Says Latter. 


Dr. Theodore C, Janeway, who has been 
visiting physician of the City Hospital on 


; Blackwells Island for eight yéars and 


who has been a member of its Board of 
Directors for three, years, resigned yes- 
terday from the hospital, Dr. Janeway 
issued a statement last night at his home, 
131 East Sixtieth Street, stating that 
Charities Commissioner Michael Drum- 
mond was not conducting the hospital in 
the way that former Charities Conimis- 
sioners have done. 

In his statement Dr. Janeway said that 
Commissioner Drummond since he took 
office had‘ adopted a decidedly unsympa- 
thetic attitude toward the scientific work 
which had been conducted with the co- 
operation of the Russell Sage Foundation 
in the City Hospital. Dr. Janeway also 
accused Commissioner Drummond of hay- 
ing ‘“‘ filled an important position on the 
hospital staff, overriding the express rec- 
ommendation of the Medical Board.” It 
was also charged in Dr. Janeway's state- 
ment that Commissioner Drummond and 
a clique on the hospital's board were 
trying to gain control of the hospital by 
political methods.” 

Dr. Janeway ‘was instrumental four 
years ago in persuading Mrs. Russell 
Sage to donate £300,000 for tesearch work 
to be conducted at the City Hospital. 
The money was placed in the hands of 
five Directors—Dr. Theodore Janeway, 
Dr. E.G, Janeway, who {s Dr. Theodore 
Janeway’s father; Dr. D. B. Delavan, 
Dr. Simon Flexner: of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, and Prof. Graham Lusk of Cor- 
nell.

LANDED AT EXECUTION LIGHT 


Parents of Larchmont Youths Spend 
Anxious Night—Searching Par. 
tles Scour Shores. 


Raymond Collins and William Roth- 
krantz, the two young schoolboys who 
started out from Larchmont Manor in 
a rowboat Monday afternoon to go duck 
shooting, and who got lost in the fog 
on Long Island Sound overnight, reached 


home yesterday tired out and very, very! 
hungry, but otherwise unaffected. by their! 


adventure. Ths youngsters had been 
picked up by the Assistant Keeper of 
Execution Light, which les about four 
miles from Larchmont, and had passed 
most of the night tn a comfortable bunk 
while searching parties scoured the Sound 
in tugs and launches all the way from 
Hell Gate to Greenwich Harbor. 

Yesterday afternoon the fog had lifted 
sufficiently to enable them to find their 
way back to shore again, and the boys 
lost no time in rowing back to ‘Larchmont 
and assuring their anxious:-parents that 
they were safe and sound. After that 
they were called upon by a host of boy 
friends who were anxious to hear about 
all. that had transpired during the twenty- 
four hours the twoé had been lost in the 
fog. ‘ 

Young Collins, who is the son of Jus- 
tice of the Peace Patrick H. Collins of 
Larchmont Manor; told the story freely 
enough. 

“We didn’t get any ducks,” he /said, 
“but we did get lots of excitement— 
enough to last us a long while. You can 
bet that we would never have set out in 


that dinky little boat with nothing to 


eat and without heavy clothes if we had 
expected the fog to be so thick. ‘A little 
fog is all right, for it brings the ducks 
in closer to land, and gives the hunter a 
chance to get within good range, but last 
night’s fog was too much of a good thing. 
“We set out at about 8 o’clock ip the 
afternoon, when there was nothing more 
than a heavy mist over the water. We 
put on our sweaters and coats and took 
just a few shells because we did not 
expect to be gone long. I did the rowing, 
and headed for Hen and Chickens Reef. 
The Larchmont Club was holding a clay 
Pigeon shoot, and we thought we'd be 
able to steer by the sound of the guns. 
** But after a while the shooting stopped 
and the fog rolled up so thick that you 
could cut it with a knife. That did not 
bother us much at first, bechuse I know 
the harbor pretty well, and we were not

co stopped rowing and we 
listened, but there. wasn’t a sound ex- 
cept some faint whistles and a fog horn 
way off. Bill yelled in hopes that some 
one would hear him, but nobody an- 
swered. After a while the fog horns died 
away, and then we didn’t hear anything 
at all except our own voices and the 
sound of.the waves against the boat. 

“It got mighty lonely after that. We 
yelled ourselves Nenees and listened until 
our eardrums almost burst. Then we just 
drifted about and took turns rowi in 
order to keep warm. It got vere tech 
and cold, ona the fog grew so thick that 
when I was rowing I could hardly see 
Bill sitting in ‘the stern of the ‘hoat. 
Neither one of us had a watch, so we 
couldn’t. tell how late it was. We didn’t 
want to row very hard because we were 
afraid that we might drift way out into 
the Sound and‘ then we would stand no 
chance at all, giyertS 

“The wind freshened and we kept get- 
ting colder, I guess we were pretty well 
scared, too. Luckily the sea was smooth; 
if it had roughened up much we would 
have been swamped. ell, after we had 
been rowing for about six hours we were 
chilled through and just about tired out. 
Bill wanted to lie down and givé up the 
fight, but I said to try one more yell 
first. We both yelled and I tell you we 
listened a 
Just as we 
were about to give up we heard a man’s 
voice way off. We answered and began 

in the direction from which it 

came. In about ten minutes we came 
to the lighthouse. 


“The assistant lighthouse r, 
us out and up-into

the lighthouse. @ were so numbed that 


we couldn't help ourselves much. He told 
us that he been on duty thirty-six 
hours, and that a valve in the fog horn 
was broken, which was the reason we 
hadn’t heard it, It was 10 o'clock when 
we got to the lighthouse. That meant 
that we had.been on the water seven 
hours. 

“ There’ wasn't much to eat, but we 
dried our clothes and found a bunk to 
sleep in. ‘The only thing that troubled 
us ‘was the fact that we couldn’t let our 
folks know that we were all right. We 
knew they were worrying and that made 
us worry too. | $s . 

“* About’ 8 o’clock this morning we woke 
up.*but the fog was still so thick that we 
didn’t dare start home. After it cleared 
a bit, though, we set out. We just kept 
rowing east and knew that by and by 
we'd strike the harbor. On the way we 
passed the Mary §. Gordon. She was 
blowing her f horn, and we thought 
she was searching for us... The swells 
from the liner almost swamped us, and 
we had to bail like sixty to keep afloat. 
That was the only time we were really 
badly scared.”’

One Ferryboat Two Hours on Brook- 
lyn-Manhattan Trip—Delayed Immi- 
‘ grants Brought from Ellis Island. 


. The dense blanket of fog that enveloped 
the Atlantic seaboard on: Monday, and 
which was so thick off Sandy Hook that 
a dozen ocean liners had to anchor to 
wait the clearing of the atmosphere, lift- 
ed: just enough yesterday to permit the 
fog-bound fleet of vessels to feel their 
way into the Narrows an¢ up the bay to 
their piers in the ‘North River. Some of 


the ships had been outside Sandy Hook 
Tor more than a day, and early yester- 
day tb tig when the passengers went 
on deck im hope of getting a peep at a 
clear a4 they found the fog as thick as 
ever. The indications then were for an- 
other tiresome day off the Hook. 

A little before noon, however there 
came a welcome thinning of the mist, and 
the liners, quick to take advantage of the 
change, 9 under way and entered the 
harbor. he big Atlantic Transport liner 
Minnewaska, from London, was one of 
the first to come in, and she was fol- 
lowed by the Royal Mail liner Oruba, 
from Southampton via the West Indies, 
and the, Bermudian, from Bermuda. Ali 
three had large numbers of passengers 
on board, and with the exception of the 
Oruba had been imprisoned outside the 
Hook for .over twenty-four hours. The 
Oruba had been at anchor about twelve 
hours: Othen vessels among the fog- 
bound fleet that got in were the Carolina, 
from Porto Rico, and several coastwise 
liners from New Orleans and other Gulf 


ports. - 

In addition to the incoming vessels, 
there were several outward-bound ones 
that had been at.anchor off the. Hook, 
waiting a chance to resume their voyages.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—The Govern-

RAILROADS LOSE APPEAL. 


Initial Carrier Liable for Losses to 
Shipper on Other Lines. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The co-called 
“Carmack amendment’ to the Hep- 
burn law, making the initial carrier liable 
for loss of inter-State shipments during 
transportation, not only on its lines, but 
also on those of connecting lines, was de- 
clared constitutional to-day by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in a de- 
cision handed down by Justice Lurton. 

The constitutionality of this provision 
was attacked by several railroads on two 
broad unds. One was that it inter- 
fered with the liberty of contract not only 
of carriers, but of reer: The other 
was that it imposed liability upon. the 
initial carrier for loss on connecting lines 
when it had no part in the management 
of the latter. 


FOR SIX-YEAR PRESIDENTS. 


Champ Clark Then Would Make Them 
Ineligible for Re-election. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Extension of 
the Presidential and Congressional terms 
of office is favored by Representative 
Champ Clark, who probably will be 
Speaker of the next House. 

‘*T am in favor of amending the Con- 
stitution,” said Ciark to-day; “to elect 
the President for one term of six years 
and make him forever ineligible for re- 
election. Tt am in favor of that because 
every time that there is a President ex- 
traordinarily popular a lot of fools boom 
him for a t term. 

“For more than 100 tt has been 
part of the unwitten law of the land that 
a President shall serve two terms and no 
more, and to break down that unwritten 
law now would be exceedingly dangerous. 
Therefore I am in favor now of fixing it 
so it cannot be broken. If the Prest- 
dential term is made for six years, I ara 
in favor of making the term of Congress 
three inst of two.” 

Clark said he also favors voting for 
President and. Representatives on the last 
Monday in Alugust and of inaugurating 
them on the first Monday in October.

The Press Publishing Company, pub- 
lisher of The New York World, was in- 
dicted.in March, 1909, in the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Southern 
District of New York on a charge of libel 
in the publication of articles stating that 
Charles P. Taft, Douglas Robinson, and 
William Nelson Cromwell, with J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and others, obtained éontrol 
of the Panama Canal route for about 
$4,000,00, and by the co-operation, of The- 
odore Roosevelt, then President of the 
United States and -brother-in-law of Mr. 
Robinson, and William H. Taft, then Sec- 
retary of War and brother of Mr. Taft, 
were enabled to effect the sale of the 
Canal to the United States at a profit of 


Roosevelt Brought Prosecution. 


Theodore Roosevelt ‘sent a special mes- 
sage to Congress about the alleged libels, 
and thus spoke of The World: 

These stories * * * need no investiga- 
tion whatever. * * * They are /in fact 
wholly. and in form partly @ libel upon 
the United States Government. * * * The 
yeal offender is Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, editor 
and proprietor of The World. While the 
criminal offerise of which Mr. Pulitzer 
has been guilty is in form a libel upon 
individuals, the great injury done is in 
Diackening the good name of the American 
people. It should not be left to a private 
citizen to sue Mr. Pulitzer for libel. He 
ghould be prosecuted for libel by the GoV- 
ernment authorities. 

In point of encouragement of iniquity, in 
point of infamy, of wrongdoing, there is 
nothing to choose between a public servant 
who is guilty of blackmail, or theft, or 
public: dishonesty of any kind and a man 
guilty as Mr, Pulitzer has been guilty in 
this instance. It is therefore a high na- 
tional duty to bring to justice this vilifier 
of the American people; this man who wan- 
tonly and wickedly and without one shadow 
of justification seeks to blacken the char- 
acter of reputable private citizens and to 
convict the Government of his own coun- 
try in the eyes of the civilized world of 
wrongdoing of the basest and foulest kind, 
when he has not one shadow of justifica- 
‘ion of any sort or description for the | 
charges he has made. 

It wag.through the efforts of Mr. Roose- 
velt that the indictment was found. The 
Government claimed jurisdiction to pun- 
ish the. alleged libel on the theory that 
the publisher had committed a crime upon 
Federal territory at West Point and in 
the Post Office Building in New York 
City. It was argued that, wherever the 
papers containing the alleged 7 libelous 
articles might have been prin ed, they 
were technically ‘‘ published” upon these 
Federal reservations, and that the, Fed- 
Government had the power to punish 


The decision of the court to-day dealt 
entirely with the act of Congress in 1898 
under which the indictment was brought. 
The effect of this was to incorporate the 
criminal laws of the several States, i) 
force. on we 7, 1898 into the Federal 
statute ahd make them applicable to 
Fed l reservations. Among these State 
laws was a New York libel law. 


Power Left to the States. 


The court, through Chief Justice Waite, 
stated that, while the statute left no 
doubt that' where acts which were ex- 
pressly prohibited and punished as crimes 
by a law of the United States were done 


on reservations that law was dominant 
and controlling, on the other hand, where 
no law of the United States had express- 
ly provided for the punishment of of- 
fenses committed ‘on reservations, all acts 
done on such reservations which were 
made criminal by the laws of the several 
States were left to be punished by them. 

* When these results of the statute are 
borne in mind,” said tne Chief Justice, 
“it becomes manifest that Congress, in 
adopting it, sedulously considered the 
twofold. character of our constitutional 
government, arid had in view the enlight- 
ened purpose, so far as the punishment 
of crime was concerned, to interfere as 
little as might be with the authority of 
the States on that subject over all terri- 
tory situated within their exterior bound- 
aries, and which hence would be subject 
to exclusive State jurisdiction but for the 
existence of a United States reservation. 

“In accomplishing these purposes it 
is apparent that the statute, instead of 
fixing by its own terms the punishment 
for crimes committed on such _ reserva- 
tions, which were. not previously provided 
for by a law of the United States, adopt- 
ed and wrote in the State law, with the 
single difference that the offense, al- 
though punished as an offense against 
the United States, was nevertheless pun- 
ishable only in the way and to the extent 
that it would have been punishable, if 
the territory embraced by the reserva- 
tion remained subject to the jurisdiction 
of the State.” 


Two Pian Propositions. 


Chief Justice White said that investiga- 
tion Wainly established: 


First, tat adequace means were afforded 
for punishing the circulation of a libel on 
a Unitea States reservation by the State 
law and in the State courts without the 
necessity of resorting to the courts of the 
United States for redress; 

Second, that resort could not be had to 
the courts of the United States to ish 
the act of publishing a newspaper libel by 
circulating a copy of the newspaper on the 
reservation, upon the theory that such pub- 
lication was an independent offense, separate 
and distinct from the p Try printing and . 
publishing of the Ilbelous article within 
the State of New York, without disregard- 
ing the laws of that State and frustrating 
the plain purpose of such law, which was 
that there- should be but.a single prosecu- 
tion and conviction.

Highways Protective Association Gives! 5 
Statistics and Makes Plans-te 
Safeguard the Public. 


Three hundred and seventy-six persons 
were :killed by ‘vehicular traffia in, this 
city <in _1910, according to. a. statistical 
table given out yesterday by Col. Badward 
S. Cornell, Secretary of ® National 
Highways Protective Association. One 
hundred and.four of these were killed by 
automobiles, 114 were killed either by- or 
in trolleys, and 158 persons were killed 
by horse-drawn vehicles. 

Col. Cornell, in giving out these sta- 
tigtics, called attentiotn to.the great num- 
ber of deaths ty, horse-drawn. vehicles, 


in| He said that, carelessly driven. wagons 


were becoming.as great a menace as 
carelessly driven autos, 

“ There is considerable drinking among 
wagon drivers; there is a law fining auto- 
mobile. chauffeurs $25 for being drunk 
while: driving, but there is no similar law 
punishing wagon drivers for the same 
offense,’’ Col. Cornell said, 

M6re than half of the persons killed by 
all sorts of vehicles were children under 
14years of age. Forty-nine children were 
killed by automobiles, fifty-seven by trol- 
leys, and ninety were killed by ‘wagons. 

“Only 40 per cent. of these  ehildren 
were killed by their own fault—by run- 
niffg under the horses’ hoofs or into the 
bumpers or dashboards of the trolleys.or 
automobiles,’ Col. Cornell added. “ They 
afe not necessarily killed by fast-moving 
vehicles. One 18-month-old child, for ex- 
ample~was killed, by one of the slow-jog- 
ging Belt Line horse cars. He had been 
holding to his mother’s skirts while she 
talked.tto a neighbor, and toddled out 
into the street without her knowing it.

William T. Wardwell, who would have 
been. 84 yearsyold next month, for many 
years. Treasurer of the Standard Of) Com- 
pany; and one of the most prominent 
workers for. temperance in the country, 
died ‘suddenly yesterday afternoon in the 
Hotel Latham, in FEasc Twentv-cighth 
Street, to which he was taken after he 
had fallen il! on a downtown Subway 
train. -He leaves a widow and two chil- 
dren—Allen Wardwell of 157 Kast Thirty- 

eventh Street, and Mrs. Frank H. Jones 
of Mortclair, N. J. 

Mr. Wardwell was now and then subject 
to attacks indicating a weak heart. These, 
however, did not cause him any great deal 
of uneasiness. Yesterday afternoon he 


‘was on the way down town in the Sub- 


way. At the Grand Central Station he 
noticed that he was growing faint, and 
fearing a severe attack he left the Sub- 
way at the Fourteenth Street Station. ¢ 

Stepping into a store, he called up a 
friend, who has an office in the neighbor- 
hood, waited for him in the store, and 
then, uccompanied by him, started home 
in acab. At Madison Square he felt so 
faint that he decided to get miedical at- 
tention at once. They got’out of the 
cab and asked at the nearest house where 
a doctor could be found, and were directed 
to the Hotel Latham... Mr. Wardwell was 
taken in there. He' died within fifteen 
minutes of heaft' disease. His son, Allen; 
Was. telephoned for, arriving .soon after 
he died. 

Mr. Wardwell was born in February, 
1827, in Bristol, R. L, the son of a me- 
chanic. When he was'9 years old. his 
father moved to a-farm in Michigan, and 
four years’ later the boy was //sent to 
become a clerk in the office of his uncle, 
Samuel W. Hawes, who Was engaged in 
the oil business in Buffalo, N. Y. When 
he became of age he went into the oil 
business on his own hook. 

When the big wells were struck in the 
Middle West Mr. Wardwell went in for 
big business. He built a refinery in Buf- 
falo, and ‘ates came. to New York. He 
erected one. of the first stills on Hunter's 
Point. In 1875. he and his business were 
taken in by the all-absorbing Standard 
Oll Company. He became the Treasurer 
of the Devoe Manufacturing Company, @ 
subsidiary of the Standard,'and after that 
he was made Treasurer of the Standard, 
a position whier he held for many years, 
up to about ten years ago, when he re- 
tired from active ‘business. At the time 
‘of hits death he held_only one position of 
even & semi-businesa nature, a Trustee- 
ship in the Greenwich Savings Bank. 

Mr. Wardwell was married twice, first 
to Eliza W. Lanterman, in 1852, at Buf- 
falo, and to Martha W. Ruff, in 1889, in 
Rahway, N.. J. ‘ 

Up to the early eighties Mr. Wardwell 
was a'stanch Democrat. . Then he became 
a. Prohibitionist. devoting much ‘energy 
and money to the advance of the cause. 
’m 1886 he was :sndidate for the Mayor- 
alty of New York City on the Prohibition 
ticket, and-for Governor of the’State on 
the same ticket in 1900 ; 

He belonged toenearly. every prominent 
temperance or prohibition organization in 
the country. © was for years a 
rector ‘of the National Temperance §So- 
ciety, was Tréasurer of the American 
Tempe 26 Union, and Secretary of the 
National Prohibtion Committee, For years 
he was one/of the chief financial backers 
of The True Reform and other pers 
devoted to the’cause of temperance. . 

Outside of the cause of temperance, Mr. 
Wardwell had many interests of a public- 
serving nature. He‘ was the chief finan- 
cial backer of the Red s Hospital, of 
which he was:President at-the time of his 
death. He was.-deeply interested In the 
Water Street Mission, to which he con- 
tributed largely. is city home was at 21
